— Alfred C. Harrison and Thomas Me-

— A new oil field has been struck near 
Marion, Ohio.

— It is said that of the 918 delegates 
elected to the SL Louis Convention, 592 
are pledged to vote for McKinley. 

—The United States Senate passed a 
bül May 18, appropriating $280,000 for a 
públic building at Deadwood, S. D. 

— The Illinois Suprerae Court has de- 
cided that the Cody law, closing barber 
shops on Sunday, is unconstitutional. 

— Queen Victoria's seventy-seventh 
birthday was widely celebrated in Great 
Britain and British provinces, May 24. 

— Fourhundred spinners will be thrown 
out of work by the closing down of the 
Naumkeag cotton mills at Salem, Mass., 
June 1. 

— The coronation of the czar and 
czarina at Mosców took place May 26. 
Quite a number of distinguished royal 
personages were present. 

— It is stated on good authority that 
Senator Quay will urge McKinley to lend 
his influence toward nominating Govern- 
or Hastings of Pennsylvania, for vice 
president. 

— l'resident Daniel C. Gilman, of Johns 
Hopkins University, is said to have sig- 
nified his willingness to accept the post 
of superintendent of greater New York 
schools. 

— John Baum, aged 90, and Emeline 
Hendrick, aged 60, were married at Val- 
paraíso, Ind. The bride was given the 
deed to a farm worth $8,000 before the 
knot was tied. 

— It is said that the Sultan of Turkey 
suffered last week from fear of assassina- 
tion, caused by the death of the shah of 
Pèrsia, to allay which he had 200 Arme- 
nians arrested and tortured. May 15, he 
was still raaking arrests.
